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Jury Blames 
Bad Pass For 
Crash Killing 
Md. Schoolman 


While 
sorrowing 
friends 
in 
Chevy Chase and Silver Spring, 
Md., raised a “Ray Brown Me­ 
morial Fund,” a coroner s jury 
here Friday afternoon absolved 
Raymond Brown, 43-year-old ele­ 
mentary school principal, (rf any 
blame in the headon auto crash 
that took his life north of York 
Springs on Route 15 the evening 
of April 16. 
The jury, called to the Warner 
Hospital by Dr. C. G. Crist, Ad­ 
ams County coroner, found that 
Brown’s death resulted from a 
collision between his auto and that 
of Jack E. Meredith, 27, Frank­ 
lin Lakes, N. J., and that Mere­ 
dith was attempting an “illegal 
pass” when his car hit the Brown 
auto head on in Brown’s traffic 
lane. 
Brown, a veteran of World War 
I who had survived the Anzio 
beachhead, was killed instantly. 
His wife, Evelyn, remains a pa­ 
tient at the Warner Hospital. She 
was critically hurt in the crash 
and may have two more months 
in the hospital because of leg 
fractures suffered in the crash. 
Other Driver Charged 
The Browns were en route to 
Rochester, N. Y., for an Easter 
weekend visit with Mrs. Brown’s 
mother and a professional meet­ 
ing for the schoolman at a nearby 
city. Mrs. Brown ami her two 
daughters, aged IO and 12. both 
of whom were hurt in the crash, 
were not asked to testify Friday. 
Mrs. Brown has told investigating 
officers and the police she has no 
recollection of the accident. 
Meredith, who was charged with 
Involuntary manslaughter before 
Justice of the Peace Robert P. 
Snyder, Gettysburg, soon after 
the crash, is on bail for a hear 
ing before the local justice. He 
has paid a $10 fine and costs 
before Justice Paul Wolf, York 
Springs, on a bad pass charge. 
Meredith attended the inquest 
Friday but refused to testify on 
advice of his attorney, Donald M. 
Swope. 
Crossed Whits Line 
Testimony of tht investigating 
state policeman. Trooper Ronald 
L. Prough, showed that Meredith 
had been attempting to pass an 
unidentified car on a solid white 
line section just south of the York 
County line. Meredith had told 
the officer the other car apparent 
ly speeded up and he was unable 
to get back into his own lane to 
avoid the collision. 
The crash occurred on a wet 
highway in front of the Latimore 
Church of the Brethren.

There was testimony from the 
ambulance 
driver.

Wolf indicated the odor was very 
marked but Dr. Wolff said Mere­ 
dith was “not under the influence 
when I saw him." 
Had Beer Earlier 
In a post-accident statement 
lo the police. Meredith had ad­ 
mitted having a glass of beer in 
New Jersey nearly three hours 
before the accident. Meredith had 
told the officer his speed was 
“ not over 50 miles an hour” at 
the time of the crash.

DELL IS FOUND 
GUILTY FRIDAY 


After more than two hours’ de­ 
liberation an Adams County jury 
Friday afternoon found Donald L. 
Dell, Littlestown R. I, guilty (rf ob­ 
structing an officer in the execu­ 
tion of process. 
Dell had pleaded guilty to the 
charge, then he withdrew that 
plea and waived indictment so 
that the case could come to trial 
this week. 
He had been charged by Con­ 
stable Francis D. Warner with 
preventing 
the 
constable from 
making a levy on Dell’s property 
as a result of a debt which Dell 
told the court he knew he owed 
The constable claimed that Dell 
ordered him off his property, 
threw a rifle at him and “es­ 
corted” him to his car when he 
sought to make the levy. 
The final verdict came after the 
jury had returned to the court­ 
room and asked questions con­ 
cerning the possibility of dividing 
costs. After obtaining that infor­ 
mation, the jury returned to its 
consideration of the case and later 
returned with the guilty verdict 
which automatically placed all the 
costs on Dell.

(Continuec- From Page I) 
photographer for the coroner’s 
office, showed five pictures he 
made at the scene the night of 
the accident. He was followed on 
the stand by Dr. Wolff who de­ 
scribed the extensive injuries suf­ 
fered by Mrs. Brown and of the 
less series injuries to her daugh­ 
ters, F*hyllis and Julia. The latter 
had face bones broken and teeth 
knocked out by the root in the 
crash. He said Meredith was given 
emergency treatment for painful 
face and chest injuries and for 
fractures of the left hand. 
A statement taken by Trooper 
Prough from Phyllis Brown 
12, 
said the Meredith car had been 
trying to pass another southbound 
machine but "didn’t get back in 
line and hit us.” Her sister had 
not seen how the crash occurred. 
In Meredith’s statement to the 
trooper, he had said he "did not 
notice the white line.” When he 
saw the Brown car’s lights ap­ 
proaching. he thought 
he had 
time to get back into his own 
lane but the car he was passing 
“seemed to speed up” and "I 
couldn’t get back.” 
Brown was dead when he was 
removed from the wreckage of 
his car.

LOAN BILL IS

WASHINGTON (AP* - Presi­

Eisenhower says the de­ 
pressed areas bill he vetoed Fri­ 
day is “even more objectionable” 
than one he vetoed two years ago. 
It is unlikely Congress can over- 
ride his rejection of the 251-mil- 
lion-dollar measure providing aid 
to high unemployment areas. 
The President said there is still 
time to pass a bill he could ac­ 
cept, such as the administration’s 
53-million-dollar measure. 
The House and Senate votes ap­ 
proving the bill were less than 
the two-thirds majority needed to 
override a veto. 
The Democratic bill would pro­ 
vide 150 million dollars for loans 
in depress’d areas to try to at­ 
tract new industries. Another 50 
millions in loan* would be autho­ 
rized for public facilities such as 
water systems needed for new fac­ 
tories. 
There would be 35 million in out­ 
right grants to communities too 
poor to take on loans The remain­ 
ing 16 million would go for train­ 
ing displaced workers for new’ 
trades.

Pasture Not Perfect Feed 
Although pasture grass may 
appear to be an almost perfect 
feed for dairy cattle at this time 
of year, it doesn’t have as much 
feeding value as you think. Actu­ 
ally, for every IOO pounds of this 
lush grass eaten by a dairy cow, 
only 15 to 20 per cent is dry mat- 
ter. Thus, a cow or heifer must 
"eat” 80 to 85 pounds of water 
to get 15 to 20 pounds of actual 
dry matter. 
Mature cows may have suffi­ 
cient capacity to eat enough grass 
to meet most of their nutrient re­ 
quirements, but heifers and calves 
can’t be expected to do so. so 
it is important to supplement lush 
grass with plenty of dry hay and 
grain. Calves under IO months 
of age should be fed only limited 
amounts of pasture grass along 
with plenty of good hay and some 
grain. 
Heifers past 12 months of age 
can be fed all the grass they will 
eht. provided they also have all 
of the good hay they want. Keep 
the hay rack filled with fresh 


hay at all times. Heifers should 
also be fed enough grain to main­ 
tain thrifty condition and steady 
growth. Heifers on good pasture, 
with good quality hay available, 
seldom need any grain. However, 
if the pasture and hay are of poor 
quality, the animals may require 
as much as six pounds of grain 
per 
day 
to 
maintain 
normal 
growl h. 
Mosquito Control 
When mosquitoes begin to bite 
and annoy humans and other ani­ 
mals, ifs high time for control 
measurer. 
Mosquitoes breed in 
any standing water: in tin cans, 
bottles, urns, tanks, open cisterns, 
ditches, rain barrels, roof gutters, 
cesspools, 
ponds 
and 
swampv 
areas. Tin cans and other dis­ 
carded containers present no prob­ 
lem if opened at both ends, nor 
will swampy areas if filled or 
drained. Where it is impossible to 
eliminate standing water, a thin 
film of any kind of oil placed over 
the water every ten days in warm 
weather will 
prevent mosquito 
breeding. 
During the day, adult mosqui­ 
toes hide in dark and protected 
places, such as basements, attics, 
porches, garages, under lawn fur­ 
niture.

FIRST GRADE - A HEALTHY 
ADJUSTMENT FRO M HOME 
TO SCHOOL. 
In a few months, many chil­ 
dren will be entering school for 
the first time. For these children, 
this is usually a day of great an- 
ticipation. For the teacher, there 
is no greater thrill than that of 
looking into the faces of a room­ 
ful of latching, anxious, crying, 
effervescent, wide-eyed six-year- 
olds! There are many things which 
will determine the way the chil­ 
dren adjust to this new- environ­ 
ment. Parents will want their chil­ 
dren to be ready to learn how 
to get along with other boys and 
girls. This article is not intended 
to ask parents to have their 
children taught before they enter 
first grade. Nor will it give par­ 
ents all the answers for making 
perfect first graders. Teachers 
know that every child is differ­ 
ent and that each child will bring 
with him his own pattern of growth 
and home living. These patterns 
of growth may be regular or ir­ 
regular, 
physical, 
mental, 
and 
emotional. 
Teachers will meet children on 
their levels and lead them to 
where their abilities will go. It 
is the teachers’ aim to develop 
well rounded, happy children. 
Healthy And Secure 
Parents 
want 
their 
children 
to come 
to school 
physically 
healthy, emotionally secure and 
socially adjusted. These factors 
will really determine the way the 
child adjusts himself to his new 
way of living. These factors will 
determine the way a child learns 
to read. 
Here are some ways to sur­ 
round children with a strong ex­ 
periential background and help 
them make the transition between 
home and school. The life of a 
first grader is a little more de­ 
manding than the protected life 
at home. 
If your child 
will 
walk 
to 
school, plan to go over the route 
with him several time* near the 
beginning of the new school term. 
Explain to him that he is to go 
directly to school and come home 
immediately 
after 
school. 
He 
should learn to walk on the side­ 
walk, observe the policemen and 
traffic lights and stop and look 
at all crossings. He should never 
accept a ride from people whom 
he doesn't know. 
If your child ride* on a school 
bus, he should learn to sit in his 
place, listen to the bus driver and 
get off and on the bus carefully. 
He should not make the bus driv­ 
er wait for him. The child should 
be punctual. 
Leave Child Alane 
Sometimes parents accompany 
children to school the first day 
If they do come with the children 
they should leave them after a 
confident and cheerful goodby. No 
lingering please: A child cannot 
feel independent and grown up 
with a tearful mother in the back­ 
ground 
Teacher* 
realise 
and 
know the problem of separation 
of mother and child. But teachers 
have 
problems 
too! 
Teachers 
problems 
are 
concerned 
with 
establishing a strong, positive pat­ 
tern 
during 
the 
early 
forma­ 
tive school days. These early days 
usually set the pace for the year. 
The teacher has a responsibility 
to all children to see that they are 
happy and adjusted. 
If the child has problems which 
the teacher should know, parents 
should arrange a time for a con­ 
ference. Teachers appreciate all 
the helpful information they can 
get to make the child at home in 
this new environment. 
Children should be taught be­ 
fore coming to school to have a 
place for them toys, books, and 
clothing. They should be taught 
to keep them in their place when 
not in use. A good plan is to give 
the child some responsibilities and 
see that the child carries them 
out. Boys and girls should follow 
simple directions for doing some 
chores around the house. 
.As for eating habits, in so far 
as possible, children should eat 
what is served. A child should 
eat at the table until he is finished. 
V\e all eat at school in an orderly 
way. 
Good Health Habits 
School is a place where we 
encourage g o o d h e a l t h and 
health habits. A child of six com­ 
ing to school should be able to use 
the bathroom independently and 
in a sanitary way. He should also 
know when he needs to go to the 
bathroom. 
This 
is 
sometimes 
a first grade teacher's problem 
when children have been depend­ 
ent on mothers for assistance. 
At recess time, during fair weath­ 
er. children play outdoors, so the 
child should wear clothing suit­ 
able to outdoor activity. Children 
should have a clean handker­ 
chief each day and be able to use 
it when necessary. Regular sleep 
is definitedy encouraged. Even 
though television has its merits, 
first graders need ten to twelve 
hours sleep. These children should 
not stay up late to watch pro­ 
grams. 
In the average classroom, it's 
very hard to keep separate thirty 
yellow rain coats and thirty pairs 
of red boots! It’s a good idea to 
label all boots, sweaters, and 
coats. Names wTUten on adhesive 
tape make good labels for the in­ 
side of boots and coats. A first 
grader should be able to button 
his clothing and put on his boots 
or rubbers

As an extension home economist, 
a girl is a staff member of the 
Pennsylvania State University and 
works in the agricultural exten­ 
sion office in one of the 67 coun 
ties in the state. 
An interesting and varied life 
is assumed on the job as each day 
brings new contacts Economists 
have the opportunity to plan and 
organize their own progress work­ 
ing closely with the county agri­ 
cultural agents in developing the 
over-all extension program in the 
county. Guidance from specialists 
and supervisors at the state uni­ 
versity is available when needed. 
Much time is devoted to an 
informal type of teaching, working 
with people who want to help 
themselves.

50 Negroes 
Arrested In 
Chattanooga 


By THE ASSOCIATED PRESS 
The first mass arrests in Chat­ 
tanooga, Tenn., since the near ri­ 
ots in February sent 50 hymn- 
singing young Negroes off to jail, 
two of them dripping wet from a 
hosing. 
They were arrested Thursday 
during a demonstration in the 
downtown Kress store. Manager 
Robert V. Thacker said when they 
refused to leave the white lunch 
counter he threatened to turn a 
water hose on them. 
All but two left, he said, and 
“we hosed them (the two) down 
real good.” The others then re­ 
turned and police arrested them 
n charges of disorderly conduct 
and loitering. Thirty^wo juveniles 
were sent to a detention home 
The others, jailed under $100 bond 
each, face a preliminary hearing 
in City Court. 
Served In Nashville 
At Nashville. Tenn., however. 
Negroes were served without in­ 
cident at lunch counters for the 
third day in a row. 
But Conservation Commissioner 
Brents McBride, whose depart­ 
ment administers hotel and res­ 
taurant regulations, asked Atty. 
Gen. George McCanless if the in­ 
tegration of six Nashville lunch 
counters violated state regulations 
requiring segregated eating facili­ 
ties. The attorney general’s office 
declined comment pending study 
of the law. 
The executive secretary of the 
South Carolina NAACP told the 
Negro Baptist Educational and 
Missionary Convention of South 
Carolina at Greenville that there 
have been 41 Negro student demo 
stratums for civil rights in the 
state and more are to come.

If any old-age health bill ever 
gets through Congress this year 
it probably will not be exactly 
the same as any of those now 
talked about. But there have been 
four major proposals: 
One by the Eisenhower admin­ 
istration, and the others by Rep 
Alme J. Forand D-RI>, Sen. Pat 
McNamara 
D-Mich>, and Sen. 
Jacob Javits (R-NY). The Eisen­ 
hower and Javits bills have this 
much in common: They’d be vol­ 
untary. 
Payment It Divided 
They’d be paid in part by the 
individuals who chose to buy into 
the program, in part by the fed­ 
eral government, in part by the 
states. This would take time to 
set up, with each state deciding 
when and if. Some states might 
not participate. 
The 
Forand 
and 
McNamara 
bills would be •ximpulsQry to the 
extent that they’d be paid for out 
of Social Security funds, with a 
slight boost—one-quarter of one 
per cent on the first $4.HOO of in­ 
come—in the tax now being paid 
equally by employes and employ­ 
ers. 
The Eisenhower proposal: 
It would, theoretically, be open 
to 124 million people. Those with 
incomes of $2,500 a year (if sin­ 
gle) or $3,800 (if married) would 
be excluded. But—and ifs a big 
but: 
$25 A Year 
The cost: $24 a year from each 
person taking part < whether or 
not he got sick), plus the first 
$250 of his year’s medical bill 
(or the first $400 for a couple), 
plus 20 per cent of all costs over 
$250 or $400. The federal govern­ 
ment and the states, sharing about 
equally, would pay the rest. 
The benefits: Hospitalization for 
180 days; or 365 days in a nurs­ 
ing home; or 365 days (rf home 
health services; payment to doc­ 
tors; dental services; and up to 
$350 for drugs. 
You’d have to have a major or 
prolonged 
illness to come out 
ahead on this one. 
Open To Ii Million 
The Javits bill: 
Open to all 16 million people 
over 65 and, if some had hus­ 
bands or wives under 65, it would 
be open to them, too. 
The cost: No charge to those 
with undei $500 income; 50 cents 
a month or $6 a year for those 
between $500 and $1,000; a t tiding 


charge upwards for those with in­ 
comes up to $3,600; and $13 a 
month, or $165 a year, for those 
with income over $3,600. 
The Javits people figure the av­ 
erage medical bill of a person 
over 65 is $150 a year So, under 
this 
program, 
the 
government 
would assist states up to that $150 
average. 
Benefits Art Cited 
The benefits: Each alate would 
decide what benefits to provide, 
so long as one-third of all the 
costs were for doctors’ fees for 
treatment at homo or in the of­ 
fice. 
The Forand bill: 
About 134 million people would 
be eligible. It would be limited to 
those already getting a Social Se­ 
curity pension or eligible to re­ 
ceive it. It would be run by the 
federal government, not the states 
since the Social Security tax is 
a federal one. 
The people already on Social 
Security pension would not, of 
course, be taxed although they’d 
be the ones getting the benefits. 
But the under-65 people, who’d be 
paying the tax. would become eli­ 
gible as they peached 65 
.Benefits: Hospitalization for 60 
days, with all costs paid; 120 days 
in a nursing home, or two days 
of each 
unused 
hospital 
day 
There would be full pay for sur­ 
gery but not for medical doctors. 
There’d be no home health serv­ 
ices. 
Laboratory and X ray services 
would be free only for people con­ 
fined to a hospital. Out-patients 
wouldn’t get them. 
The McNamara bill; 
The cost: The payment for this 
program would be the same as 
under the Forand bill — a boost in 
Social Security tax — and the pro­ 
gram would be run by the govern­ 
ment. 
Pay No Doctor's Bills 
Benefits. It would pay no doc­ 
tors’ bills but would provide 90 
days’ hospitalization a year, with 
all costs paid; 180 days in a nurs­ 
ing home, or two days there for 
each unused hospital day. 
It 
would 
provide 240 liome 
health services a year, such as 
home-maker services, medical so­ 
cial work. The laboratory and X- 
ray services would be paid for as 
provided not only for in-hospital 
patients but for out-patients, too. 
All drugs used in the hospital 
would be paid for. 
The estimated total costs of 
these programs are sometimes 
sharply disputed, but sponsors use 
these figures: Eisenhower’* —$1,- 
200,000,000; Javits Plan — the 
same; Forand bill - $1,100,000,000 
first year and 14 billion yearly 
thereafter.
